On the 
other side it was. signed by’ My. Hornshaim, 
Captain Rdtger, some of the officora of the 
Nautilus, and two or three othar Germans resid~ 
‘ing in Jaluit, This having beon done, prepara- 
tions woro made to hoist tho German flag on 
tho islands, the flagstaff. at the Gorman Consular 
Agenoy being utilized for the -purposa. A 
large namber of natives had arrived by thia 
timo, and every foreignor residing’ on the 
island was present to witness thd coremony. 
Captain Rétger oxplained in o brief addxess 
thy nature of his ‘mission’ to the Marshall 
Tslands, stating that the gronp henceforth waa 
andor thé proteotion of the Germarempire, ‘Thia 
fWas"translated by an interpreter {an English;

The following account of the annexation of 
thia group of islands by the German gunboat 
Nautilue, from the diary of one of the crew, is

A southerly course was stoprad, 
‘and after a very stormy. passage, tho groator 
part of which was made under sail, sha 
‘arrived in Jaluit, or-Bonbam Leland, on the 
18th October, haying. been, exactly_one. month, 
out. The lagnne of Jaluit, ‘one of the 
sonthérnmost of the Marsholl Islonds, is the 
largest and most important of the grotip; it 
is 8 miles in breadth and 20 miles in. length, 
the population coxiprising about 1,000 souls, 
Two German factories have here their main 
agency, those of Messrs. Hernsheim & Co. 
and the Gorman South Soa Tradiag Com- 
pany (formerly Godefroy & Co, Hamburg). 
An English firm, Henderson; Maofarlana& 
Co. (Auckland, N.Z.), hag ‘elso an agency 
her German interests are represented 
by Mr. Hoernosheim, who sets o3 Congular 
Agent, ond boing a long revident on the 
islanda he was of groit assistance én; the 
anneration of. the Marshall group, which’ con: 
sists of two island chains, ‘the Ralicks and 
Badacks, numbering over thirty “islands, 
nearly all of which are inhabited. The total 
population probably numbers 10,000 souls; the 
area is about 15 square miles, On Jaluit resides 
the most powerful chief of the Marghali Islands 
=King Kabua. His Majosty is about forty 
years old, and knows a few scraps of Buglish 
and German, He generally dresses‘in European 
style. The chiefs belonging to the Ralicka are 
much more powerful than those of the Radaoks, 
and it happened that when the Nautilus arrived 
in Jaluit the most powerful chiefs, with the -6x: 
ception of the ch: Ebon, were on a visit-to 
King Kabua.. This incident saved a great deal 
of time and trouble, as it obviated the ‘necossity | 
for a visit to several islands. Preparations were

Leaving the lagune the same night, the 
Nuantilus voturned to Jalnit, where she arrived 
on the following evening (1st November), Sho 
remained therv fora week, Turing the time the 
despatchos and -reports' to the Hom».
